Applicant argues that the back rest assembly of Arai (6196613) is disengaged from the track assembly in order to change configuration 
between the use position and the stadium position. It can be seen that the backrest assembly (16, 22) of Arai remains engaged with the 
track assembly (3) at all times. Note that the bottom end of portion 22 of the backrest assembly is not disengaged at any time during the 
configuration change. As such, the backrest assembly maintains engagement with the track assembly. 
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
